6. Classifications of the labour force 


Ca} The Labour Force Classification used 
In the Survey conforms closely to that 
recommended by the Eighth International 
Conference of Labour Statisticians, 1954. 
The labour force comprtses all civilians 
aged 15 years and over who, during the 
Survey week, were employed or unemployed. 
The Survey week comprises the seven days 
preceding the interview week (see note 3 
above). The activities of persons in this 
perlod of reference are used in determining 
the classification of those who are 
employed. In addition to this week, the 3 
weeks preceding it are also considered in 
identifying the unemployed. More detailed 
definitions of these two groups follow.

When 
comparing estimates for February !978 and 
subsequent months with those for eartier 
periods, it should be noted that with the 
introduction of montniy surveys the 
interviews are now conducted during a two- 
week period, whereas formerty the period 
was four weeks (see note 3). This change 
of timing may affect the level of the 
figures for any month, but particularty for 
months during which unemployment may be 
changing rapidly. 


16. Occasionally the estimates of month- 
to-month changes in numbers emptoyed are 
difficult to reconcite with what jis known 
of developments in !ndustry, Commerce, or 
government employment.

Estimation Procedure 


1. The labour force estimates are derived 
from the Population Survey by use of a 
comptex ratio estimation procedure. This 
procedure ensures that the Survey estimates 
conform to an independently estimated 
distribution of the population by age and 
sex, rather than to the age 
distribution within the sample

Reliability of the Estimates 


2. Since the estimates in this bulletin 


are based on information obtained from 
occupants of a sample of dwellings, the 
estimates and the movements derived from 


them are subject to sampling variability; 


that is they may differ from the figures 
that would have been obtained if alt 
dwellings had been included in the Survey. 
One measure of the likely difference fs 


given by the standard error which indicates 
the extent to which an estimate might have 
varied by chance because only a sample of 
dwellings was included. There are about 
two chances in three that a sample estimate 
will differ by less than one standard error 
from the figure that would have been 
obtalned if afl dwetlings had been 
included and about nineteen chances in 
twenty that the difference wil! be less 
than two standard errors. 


3. A table of standard errors for general 
application to estimates derived from the 
survey, from November 1977, is given below. 
Details of standard errors estimates 
prior to November in the 
bulletin The Labour Force, Australia, 1978
